In this case, as in many cases 
previously against union men 
since the efforts began to union- 
ize the Hopkins county mining 
district, these arrests and the 
execution of the court's orders 
Were made dillicult by the intro- 
duction of local politics. Even 
candidates for Congress were 
mixed up in the matter.

F ' ERS 'lcal gathering Monday at Sulli- , 
van, which is a union miners' 
stronghold, and although many, 
threats had been made, the de- 1 
termined Kentucky officers got 
out with their prisoners without 
trouble. 

There was a dense crowd of 
several hundred sympathizers 
about the approach to the jail 
when J. B. Harlan, with his pos 
so of seven determined men, 
drove up and stopped at the 
pavement. They parted the 
crowd and went to the jail, smil- 
ingly disregarding the insults 
and foul epithets which the mob 
uttered. Handcuffing the three 
prisoners they comeback through 
the crowd and drove to the de- 
pot, where a thousand people 



Union Men at Evaniville Depot Try to 
Make Trouble, 



Burrell Wiley, John Woodruff' 
and Francis Drake are the latest 
arrests in the Coll'ee murder case. 
They were arrested twice at Sul- 
livan, Ind., and after a legal 
light were surrendered to Ken- 
tucky authorities Upon Coy. 
Beckham's requisition and land- 
ed in the Hopkinsville jail Mon- 
day night. 

This makes five- men now in 
jail upon indictment for complic- 
ity in the Ooilee killing. The 
two previously arretted are tiny 
Reynolds and Jim Will Ander- 
son. Reynolds was arrested sev- 
eral weeks ago in Illinois and 
consented to come to Kentucky 
without a requisition. Anderson 
was previously captured at his 
home. A motion for bail in An- 
derson's case was granted in the 
Christian circuit court and the 
amount fixed at 11,800, which 
Anderson could not give. 

There has been mixed with the 
arrest of these three men enough 
of local Indiana politics to defeat 
the purpose of the Christian 
county warrant and the Oovern- 
or'8 requisitiou, although the re- 
quisition had received the sanc- 
tion of Gov. Durbin, of Indiana. 

In fact, the Sheriff of Sullivan 
county did release the prisoners 
upon his own motion on Sunday 
afternoon, April 20, after they 
had been arrested by T. J. Har- 
lan the evening before. One of 
the three had a big gun on him 
when he was first arrested and 
started after it, but was quietly 
convinced he had best not draw. 

In these arrests two were nip- 
ped in a large crowd around a 
street medicine fakir and hustled 
to jail without stir. The officers 
then hurried to the home of the 
third man and, as they walked 
in, a courier was knocking at the 
door to warn the bird to fly. But 
he was too late and the arrest 
was made without trouble. 

After being released next day 
the three men remained at Sulli- 
van, secure in the belief that 
their union and political friends 
would not permit of their beinjr 
taken to Kentucky and them- 
selves openly declared they 
would not be arrested. There 
was talk of jail delivery and 
mobs to rescue them if the offi- 
cers representing the Statu of 
Kentucky should really secure 
the custody of the fugitives. 

The second arrest of these men 
was made through the instru- 
mentality of Jno. B. Harlan, 
who represented the State of 
Kentucky and persuaded the 
Sheriff to laud the men in the 
most peaceful manner. At that 
time the Circuit Judge inspected 
and signed the requisition pa- 
pers but, after he had taken Mr. 
Harlan's receipt for the prison- 
era and the latter had a wagon 
ready to convey them to the 
train, the Judge declined to de- 
liver them up upon the ground 
thatMiabeas corpus action was 
then pending before him. 

The case was set for Mouday 
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il but the offi- 
cers' nerve and good humored 
exterior turned it aside. 

At Kvansville, while the party 
waited n the E. k T. II . depot 
for the train for Kentucky, a 
party uf union men came in to 
see the prisoners. The officers 
withdrew a short distance and 
gave them a chance to talk, but 
were not satisfied with this 
and began to talk roughly and 
insult the officers in charge. The 
latter disregarded the insults but 
called the attention of a waiting 
policeman, who had previously 
offered to clear the depot. He 
suggested the lock-«p as a reme- 
dy for the repetition of the of- 
fense and the sympathizers grew 
serenely quiet and left.

John Eggles Goes Up for Murder 
in Providence Battle Case. 

WEBSTER COUNTY J. RY 

TAKES PROMPT ACTION. 

Lon Johnson Gets One Ytsr for Shooting 
at Non-Union Men on the Road. 

Retribution Following the Recent Anar- 
chy and Rioting of Unionists. 

Yesterday a Webster county jury 
passed a llf" sentence upon John 
Egtrles. one of tlie two negroes who 
were captured at Uniontown with 
three long range rifles in their pos- 
session shortlv after the Providence 
battle of 1001, when a mob of 
armed unionists attacked the Provi- 
dence miners In the early morning 
of a Sunday. 

Both men were indicted for mur- 
der. Both escnped but Kggles was 
recaptured In a few hours. The 
other negro was rearrested some 
time after by an officer at Union- 
town but was taken from the (illleer 
by a mob of union miners at Stur- 
glsandhas never been recaptured. 

J. I). Wood, former district presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers' 
union, and Kit Barnaby. the present 
president of that organization, are 
both under Indictment for complic- 
ity In the murder committed at 
Providence in that same attack. 
Both are under bond and their cases 
are set for the July term of Webster 
circuit court. 

Lon Johnson, Mother negro, who 
took part in an attack on tiie high- 
way upon several non-union men 
employed by the Providence Coal 
Company, early last year, confessed 
guilt and asked the mercy of the 
court. He was sentenced to one year 
In the penitentiary.

About seven o'clock, train- 
men on a freight discovered by 
the sid^ of the track the mangled 
body of a colored man about one 
and one-half miles south of the 
city. His skull had been mashed 
ana his brains scattered along 
the rail and his left foot had 
been cnt off. He had evidently 
been killed instantly. 

Coroner Allensworth was sum 
moned and the body of the urn 
fortunate negro was still warm 
when the inquest was held. No 
witness to the accident appeared. 
The verdict of the jury was that 
the man was killed by being 
struck by a train, presumably 
No. 92, the Chicago limited.

The mammoth 125-ton stroke 
earn. hammer built by the Bethle- 
hem Iron Co., lor Its armor-plate de- 
partment in South Bethlehem. Pa., 
Is being dismantled, says the Phila- 
delphia North American. "The 
hammer, the largest ever construct- 
ed in the world, has not been in use 
for many years because of its turn- 
ing everything topsv-turvy in the 
steel works. It is now being con- 
verted into scrap iron. A /ac simile 
of the hammer was exhibited in the 
Manufacturers' building at the 
world's fair in Chicago in and 
caused amusement to thousands of 
terested mechanics. The hammer, 
hicli stood a mood four stories In 
height, cost a fortune, the interest 
on which was never realized, It is 
said, from its use, owing to its jar- 
rlug effects, which destroyed tho 
level and solidity of all other 
machines at the company's works. 
The engineers who built the founda- 
tion evised every mechanical idea 
for creating a solid foundation on 
which to erect the large machinery, 
but all efforts failed. After it had 
been in opc ration a whort time and 
was used in forging the navy guns 
and armor plate, the foundations 
sank, although to secure the same 
heavy logs more than 40 feet in 
length had been sunk standing on 
ends to reliove, with the other 
building material, tho jarring 
effeots.

Thus did those who were scattered 
abroad niton the persecution that arose 
about Stephen, and in chapter vill, 1. 
we are told that all were scattered 
abroad except the apostles. The twelve 
were originally commanded to (,*o nei- 
ther to the Samaritans nor to the gen- 
tiles, but rather to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel, and on one occa- 
sion our Lord said, "I nm not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of 
lerael" (Matt, x, 0; xv, 24). All this 
was, however, (hanged before Ills as- 
cension, and the command was plainly 
given to go unto nil the world and to 



turned unto the Lord. 

Thus In these new places the called 
out ones were being gathered unto 
BlB to whom all must come, whether 
Jews or Greeks, for there is salvation 
In no other (It, 12). The Jews ask for 
a sign, and the Greeks seek nfter wis- 
dom, but to those who accept Him, 
both Jews and Creeks, Christ is the 
power at God and the wisdom of God 
(I Cor. I, 122-241. The good tidings of 
the kingdom and of the gospel of the 
grace of God when faithfully proclaim- 
ed will always be owned of God to 
gather out Ilia elect. 

22, 23. Who. when he came, and hnd seen 
the grace of Ood. was glad, and exhorted 
them all. that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. 

This is written of Barnabas, whom 
the church at Jerusalem sent to An- 
tloeh when they heard the tidings of 
the Grecians turning to the Lord. They 
could not have sent a better man than 
this one, who bad already proved him- 
self a true son of consolation 0V, 85; 
ix, 2'!, 2D. He gladly recognized the 
grace of God wherever he saw it, 
whether In a persecuting Saul or in the 
Greclnns, and he now encourages tin so 
saved people to cleave to the Ixird 
alone and not to any of their teachers. 
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good but one; that Is God" (Mark x, 
18), therefore Barnabas was in God. 
and God was in Mm through Jesus 
Christ. His goodness was the right- 
eousness of God in Christ. Many are 
thus righteous who are not ailed with 
the Spirit, but Burnabas was Spirit 
tilled. (Epb. v, 18), ns every believer 
"should be. Unless people are added to 
the Lord it matters little to what so 
called church or company of Chris- 
tians they are added, for there is DO 
salvation In anything short of being a 
part of Christ Himself.

He found him and brought him to 
AntJoch, and for a whole year they 
abode there and taught much people.
